Kwaku  Lynn,  newly-hired  Assistant  Music  Director,  has  a  long  history  in 
music.  His  father,  both  grandparents,  uncles,  aunts,  and  cousins  are  musicians. 
He  states,  "I  remember  hearing  my  father  play  when  I  was  still  in  the  crib.  I 
used  to  go  to  rehearsal  halls  and  watch  some  of  the  greatest  musicians  in  the 
world." 

Kwaku  didn't  stop  there.  He  majored  in  music  in  high  school,  was  a  staff 
producer  and  assistant  to  the  president  at  A  &  M  Records,  was  a  record  de- 
partment manager  at  a  retail  outlet,  is  an  independent  producer,  and  is  cur- 
rently working  on  a  Ph.D  at  UCLA  in  American-African  music. 

"I  acquired  a  keen  aesthetic  value  for  music  as  a  whole  in  my  early  years, 
but  later,  due  to  the  racial  and  culturally  exploitative  nature  of  this  country,  I 
decided  that  my  musical  commitment  would  be  to  black  and  third  world  mu- 
sic. I  know  how  the  industry  is  and  why  the  majority  of  black  artists  in  Amer- 
ica are  relegated  to  non-meaningful,  somewhat  slave-mentality  music,  except 
in  ja7z,  for  the  most  part.  That's  why  reggae  is  the  most  conscious,  revolu- 
tionary, spiritual  black  music  in  the  world  today." 

He  concludes,  "I  hope  I  can  contribute  towards  building  a  strong,  quality- 
oriented  consciousness  towards  black  and  third  world  music  at  KPFK  and  our 
listenership.  We  will  all  gain  in  the  long  run." 

Kwaku  is  also  a  writer,  poet,  and  photographer.

I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  people 
who  have  joined  us  as  new  subscri- 
bers during  the  Spring  Fund  Drive, 
and  especially  those  subscribers 
who  have  sustained  us  for  many 
years  and  energetically  recruited 
others.  This  month,  KPFK  will  be 
providing  an  unprecedented  service 
to  the  Peace  Movement— an  entire 
week  of  old  and  new  programs 
about  war  and  peace,  coinciding 
with  an  inspiring,  spontaneous, 
grassroots  movement  which  is  liter- 
ally sweeping  the  country  and  mar- 
ching to  New  York  City.  Whether 
or  not  this  movement  is  co-opted  or 
fizzles  will  probably  depend  on  the 
political  focus  of  peace  groups  and 
their  understanding  of  the  root 
causes  of  the  arms  race,  plus  the  re- 
solve to  transcend  the  racial  and 
other  divisions  that  have  immobil- 
ized democratic  movements  in  the 
past. 


Since  it  is  precisely  the  purpose 
of  Pacif  ica  to  study  the  root  causes 
of  conflict  and  to  promote  cross 
cultural  understanding,  and  since 
Pacifica's  listener-sponsorship  guar- 
antees the  freedom  to  do  so,  let  the 
chips  fall  where  they  may;  it  seems 
more  and  more  imperative  that  our 
listeners  spread  the  word  about  our 
programming  and  especially  Peace 

Week.  We  will  be  doing  some  fund 
raising  during  that  period  to  heip 
defray  the  expenses  of  satellite 
broadcasting  and  to  strengthen  our 
peace  programming  in  general.

Rao's  Music  of  South  Asia  will  be 
heard  Saturday  mornings  from  6  to 
7  a.m.  in  July,  and  we  expect  him 
to  provide  special  programs  in  the 
future.

Listener

From  the  vantage  point  oi  this 
writing,  KPFK's  Spring  Fund  Drive 
stands,  this  mid  18th  day,  at  $100, 
000.  One  of  the  uncertainties  of 
our  pledge  total  is  the  percentage  of 
pledge  fulfillment.  With  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Sustainer  Program, 
we  have  added  an  additional  uncer- 
tainty. We  are  counting  on  you  who 
have  made  the  Sustainer  commit- 
ment to  come  through  each  and  ev- 
ery month.  It  is  an  important  res- 
ponsibility which  you  have  taken 
on  .  .  .  one  that  encourages  us  great- 
ly. 

There  may  also  be  some  better 
news  coming  out  of  Washington. 
The  most  recent  information  we 
have  is  that  the  Corporation  for 
Public  Broadcasting,  Community 
Service  Grants  will  be  reduced  by 
somewhat  less  than  the  45%  we 
were  told  to  expect.  With  KPFK's 
growth  last  year,  the  reduction  in 
Federal  support  to  KPFK  for  the 
coming  year  could  be  closer  to 
25%,  or  about  $30,000.  This,  coup- 
led with   our  continued  growth  in 


listener-sponsors,  should  allow  us  to 
maintain  our  current  staff  and  bud- 
get through  next  year.  While  this 
maintainance  is  admirable  in  com- 
parison to  the  cuts  implemented 
by  public  broadcasters  all  over  the 
country,  it  is  not  enough.  As  others 
are  forced  to  reduce  their  commit- 
ment to  news  and  public  affairs,  the 
live  performance  in  the  arts,  we 
must  increase  our  capacity.  And 
further,  we  must  replenish  our 
equipment  resources.  So  please, 
stay  with  us  and  help  us  continue 


the  growth  of  the  past  two  years. 
This  June  is  a  special  opportuni- 
ty to  do  that.  The  special  Peace 
Week  programming  represents  the 
finest  commitment  of  Pacifica's  five 
stations  to  world  peace  and  survi- 
val. It  is  an  exciting  moment  in  hu- 
man potential,  as  thousands  and 
tens  of  thousands  gather  in  the 
streets  of  New  York  and  San  Fran- 
cisco to  support  the  drive  for  an 
end  to  the  arms  race— and  Pacifica 
will  be  there.  We  can  all  be  proud 
of  what  has  been  built  in  33  years 
of  Pacifica's  growth.  It  is  a  salute  to 
you,  our  supporters,  and  those  like 
you  all  over  the  country.  Tell  your 
friends  about  KPFK  during  that 
week,  and  enlist  them  in  the  strug- 
gle for  survival. 
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Peace  Week 


For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  American  radio  KPFK  is  devo- 
ting an  entire  week  of  programming 
to  the  issues  of  peace,  disarmament, 
and  an  end  to  the  nuclear  threat. 
Throughout  the  day  and  evening 
for  one  whole  week  the  issue  of  sur- 
vival in  the  nuclear  age  will  be  fore- 
most in  all  of  our  programming. 
The  week  will  culminate  on  Satur- 
day June  12  with  live  satellite  co- 
verage of  the  New  York  and  San 
Francisco  peace  rallies  that  are  ex- 
pected to  draw  as  many  as  a  million 
people.  The  entire  week  of  pro- 
gramming coincides  with  the  U.N. 
special  session  of  global  disarma- 
ment. Also  as  part  of  our  Peace 
Week  programming,  the  Pacifica 
News  Departments  will  be  provi- 
ding a  nightly  wrap-up  of  protest 
activities  across  the  country  at  7 
p.m.  via  satellite.  During  the  week 
you  will  also  hear  rebroadcasts  of 
the  Ron  Dellums  hearings  on  the 
implications  of  the  military  budget, 
the  full  set  of  the  Washington  Radi- 
ation hearings,  highlights  from  the 
Sane  series  "Shadows  of  the  Nucle- 
ar Age,"  highlights  from  our  two  all 
day  Peace  Festivals,  Dan  Ellsberg, 
John  Kenneth  Galbraith,  Helen  Cal- 
dicott,  special  programs  from  the 
producers  of  National  Security,  and 
from  Physicians  for  Social  Respon- 
sibility, and  much  much  more  from 
early  morning  'til  late  night.  Tell 
your  friends  and  neighbors  about 
this  historic  moment  in  radio  pro- 
gramming. In  unity  there  is  strength 
and  if  we  protest  we  shall  survive.

Contemporary  Native  American 
poetry;  some  beautifully  opulent  in 
ancestral  heritage  and  imagery;  and 
some  unabashedly  confronting  the 
indignities  experienced  by  their 
people.

Continuing  with  our  goal  to  ex- 
tend community  outreach,  KPFK 
will  add  two  more  Spanish  language 
programs,  to  begin  at  6:45  p.m.  and 
end  at  1 1 :00  p.m.,  beginning  Thurs- 
day, June  3. 

The  new  extended  programming 
will  treat  cultural,  musical,  and  po- 
litical expressions  of  the  Latin  pop- 
ulation of  the  Los  Angeles  area,  as 
well  as  those  in  Southern  Californ- 
ia. 

Some  of  the  themes  included  in 
the  new  Spanish  language  program- 
ming will  be:  immigration,  I.N.S. 
raids  in  the  community,  as  well  as 
deportation  of  refugees,  the  history 
of  the  Latino  population  in  the 
U.S.,  bilingual  education,  social 
services,  etc. 

Two  of  the  new  programs  will 
include  open  phones,  making  it 
possible  for  the  listeners  to  debate, 
comment,  or  discuss  the  many  is- 
sues touched  by  the  programmers. 

The  cultural  programs  seek  to 
disseminate  an  awareness  of  Latin 
America  that  has  been  suppressed 
by  the  mass  media.  We  want  to  est- 
ablish links  between  the  communi- 
ty and  KPFK,  and  we  are  eager  to 
have  you  help  us  accomplish  that 
goal.

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How  Do  We  Select  Films? 

Welcome,  new  members.  You 
may  be  wondering  how  we  choose 
our  circa  12-18  movies  each  year,  out 
of  the  scores  of  films  made  annually. 
I'd  like  to  make  a  few  generalizations 
and  then  focus  on  one  particular  is- 
sue. 

Usually,  we  can  get  only  those 
films  which  will  receive  local  com- 
mercial release,  before— right  before— 
they  open  in  theaters.  There  are  a 
multitude  of  variables  determining 
whether  a  film  will  be  made  available 
to  us  (e.g.  the  producer  or  distributor 
may  not  want  previews,  a  big  com- 
mercial radio  station  may  demand  an 
"exclusive"  for  its  screening,  the  mo- 
vie may  not  be  finished  until  the  last 
minute,  "this  film  is  so  hot  we  don't 
need  to  give  away  a  single  ticket" 
etc.);  consequently,  we  can't  get  all 
the  films  we  want. 

A  related  issue  is  the  matter  of 
one  screening,  or  two.  On  some 
"art,"  "small,"  or  serious  films 
deemed  likely  to  have  a  limited,  rat- 
her than  a  mass  audience,  our  regular 
2  screenings— 1500  seats-would  cut 
too  deeply  into  the  potential  market. 
Forced  to  choose  between  only  one 
screening,  or  none,  we  opt  for  the 
former,  rather  than  deprive  all  mem- 
bers the  opportunity  to  attend,  and 
seek  an  equitable  means  of  alloca- 
tion, such  as  alphabetical  rotation, 
when  we  find  demand  exceeding 
space. 

But  which  films  do  we  want? 
Some  are  easy  and  obvious  choices: 
Missing,  for  its  subject  matter  and 
Costa   Gavras'  credentials;  Heartland 


for  our  commitment  to  independent- 
ly made  films  with  integrity;  any- 
thing by  Kurosawa,  or  Truffaut.  But 
most  situations  are  more  ambiguous, 
and  to  boot  we  must  select  films 
without  seeing  them,  without  reading 
the  script,  without  even  seeing  early 
"trade"  reviews. 

Sometimes  I  can  preview  a  film, 
or  otherwise  ascertain  its  principal 
content,  and  I  wonder  whether  my 
own  preferences  mirror  those  of  the 
membership.  Therefore,  I've  raised 
certain  issues  informally  at  screen- 
ings, and  on  the  air,  over  the  past  few 
months.  The  basic  question  is: 
should  Film  Club  movies  reflect  the 
kinds  of  attitudes  and  values  most  of- 
ten heard  on  KPFK? 

The  consensus  seems  to  be  the 
following:  members  do  not  think  of 
the  content  of  our  films  as  receiving 
KPFK  endorsement.  They  want  to 
see  well-made  films,  and  even  if  the 
"message"  or  certain  characteriza- 
tions makes  them  angry,  they  find  it 
an  informative  encounter  with  the 
kinds  of  ideas  being  purveyed  in  mass 
culture. 

However,  members  want  to  avoid 
images  of  gratuitous  violence  when- 
ever possible.  My  personal  view  is 
that  such  violence  is  dehumanizing, 
and  a  probable  lingering  invasion  of 
the  subconscious.  The  avoidance  of 
gratuitous  violence,  and  the  pursuit 
of  that  elusive  concept,  "quality," 
will  continue  to  be  my  principal  cri- 
teria for  selection. 

I  look  forward  to  hearing  your 
opinions.    Drop    me    a   note,   or   call 


right  after  I  get  off  the  air  at  4:30 
p.m.  Monday  afternoons,  877-2711, 
(but  about  policy  only— all  member- 
ship matters  are  handled  by  subscrip- 
tions and  Nancy  Jeaux).
